Presented alphabetically by state or university are 
approximately 35 descriptions of innovative training programs 
directed toward integration of children with special needs in regular 
classrooms, and toward severely handicapped children. .Many of the 
training programs offered are described to be in a variety of forms, 
such aS games; manuals with accompanying lesson plans, a film, or 
video and audio tapes; or kits containing video tapes, 
transparencies, printed materials, and a leader's guide.

Evidence aupporte the hypothesis that greater success in reaching educe- 
tional gaale is achieved by people who share observations in the process 

of making plans for achieving goals. On the other hand, teacher education» 
progvsms appear ta heave been more successful in preparing pargonnel for 
roles of rugged individuaidam. . 


The purpose of this presentation te to previde. erructure in which partici~

process. Lt provides «a format by which information can ba gathered, ob- 
jactives specified, plana developed, and responsibility assigned for the 
implementation of an educational program, , 


The media idavelved includes (1) a short slide-tape prasentation of project 
philosophy followed by (2) a fifteen minute video tape recording of infor- 
mation collected ty achool staff through an in-depth cese study of the © 
characteristics of a child. Participants, divided into small groups, are 
instructed to use a "“etrategy sheet" (which is provided) to formulate an 
educational plan for that child. 


The presentation hag been used most frequently for instruction to untver-~ 
sity undergraduates and graduate students in ragular and special education,

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“A team compriged of a master teacher, an experienced teacher, a student 
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teacher, and a paraprofessional aide learn tegether with variant types of 
ehilddren in the cladsroume at the university laboratory school, Resource 
parsonnel from the university departments of clementary education, psychology, 
and epecial education are to ba used extensiveiy 1a curriculum which is 
process otiented. Parente snd other resources in the community are drawn 
upon a8 integral part of luarning environment for all who are involved; 


After eighteen weeks of training at the laboratory schocl stipend recipients 
are to be placed tn home environments and are replaced at the laboratot 
school. Master teachers and project staff are to make follow through visita 
to tha caral and urban sreas where trainees are placed to provide aseiatand 
and to evaluate training offered at the laboratory school.
